Wilmington’s taxes will increase about an average of 8% for 1973 according to 
the budget being submitted by Town Manager Sterling Morris to the Wilmington 
Selectmen. That is, in essence, what he said in his message to the Selectmen and 
Finance Committee, dated Dec. 20th. 

The 1973-74 Tax Rate will be for an 18 month period of time, in order to enable 
the cities and towns to begin their fiscal year on July 1, The 18 month period can 
produce some alarming figures. } 

Mr. Morris, for instance, pretlicts a tax rate of between $82.15 and $85.50. (‘The 
present tax rate for Wilmington is $52.00). 

But the $80 plus figure is for 18 months. On the basis of a 12 month year it would 
be two thirds of that, between $54.75 and $56.85. 

The School of Wilmington has yet to submit its complete budget, 
but the jump shown in that already submitted shows how the School Committee 
expects costs to increase, 

The total cost of the School Department, in 1972, including salaries, expenses, 
vocational training and Regional Vocational School was $4,329,133. For 1973 the 


estimates sfiow $3,613,872, an increase of better than 100%. -

Should the town meeting pass 
the articles, Baldwin said, con- 
struction would probably not be 
completed in time to man the sub- 
station in 1973. In 1974 and the 
forseeable future, he reported, 
only one of the two bays in the sub- 
station would be utilized by eight 
‘men added to the fire department. 

Baldwin said although the 
municipal building committee had 
estimated the structure would cost 
$200,000 to $220,000, he hid been 
assured $200,000 would be enough 
for the project 
He said he had been in contact 

with « federal fason man to 

Northern Middlesex Area Com- 
mission and had been advised the 
town should use federal revenue 
sharing funds for projects that nor- 


One. for a total of 41 new homes, 
is being submitted by the Jean-Cor 
Construction Company, and is 
proposed to be called Melzar 
Estates.

Support articles 

The selectmen voted 340 to co- 
sponsor an article with the 
municipal building committee to 
use $183,157 in federal funds for the 
substation. They also voted 3-0 to 
ask the town to spend $20,000 to 
make up the remainder of the con- 
struction costs. Baldwin motioned 
for both actions. 

Selectman Frank A. Antonelli 
voted present in both cases. He 
said although the substation was 
needed, he wanted to study its cost 
further before determining if the 
funds were needed more 
elsewhere. 

Chairman Joseph J. Whelan and 
Selectman Donald E. Sheehan said 
they believed placing the articles 
in the warrant was important. 
They said if before the town 
meeting they determined the 
money or a portion of the money 
could be better used elsewhere, 
they would withdraw support for 
the articles or portions of them. 


Article passes 

‘The selectmen unanimously sup- 
ported Baldwin's motion an article 
be placed in the town warrant 
asking the town to accept Wang's 
gift of land or to take the land by 
eminent domain. Baldwin said the 
eminent domain clause was 
needed because although Wang 
wanted to give the land to the 
town, an eminent domain action 
would automatically give the land 
to the town if there were title 
problems. 

Baldwin's motion to authorize 
town counsel to prepare Wang's 
application to the appeals board 
also won unanimous support 

In other action, the board dis- 
cussed getting a small radio car 
for the auxiliary police after dis- 
cussing the maiter with auxiliary 
police officers. The selectmen 


agreed they would an arti- 
cle in the 1973 town warrant to buy 
such a vehicle. 

Sheehan, an ex-patrolman, said 
he would talk with Police Chief 
John F. Sullivan about the cost of 
such a vehicle. That information, 
he said, he would pass on to the 
auxiliay police. 

‘Asking for car 

Auxiliary Police captains Albert 
LeBonti Sr. and Bronslaw J. 
Kohanski said they needed a patrol 
car because insurance on private 
cars now used by the auxiliary 
police wouldn't cover them if they 
got’ in an accident while on duty. 
Moreover, they now had to pay for 
their own gas and oil used while on 
duty, and if their private cars were 
being repaired they couldn't per- 
form their duties, they said. 

‘The selectmen met for an hour 
in executive session with represen- 
tatives of the Police Relief 
Association. Atty, Garry Wooters 
and Jerry Langone of the Inter- 
national Brotherhood of Police Of- 
ficers said they were acting as 
representatives of the association 
which had a charter with their un- 
jon, 

‘They said they wanted to discuss 
negotiations on the 1973 police con- 
tract, and asked for the closed 
door session because there were 
personalities involved, 

Whelan said at the end of the ses- 
sion that the association represen- 
latives asked the selectmen to 
name a negotiator to discuss a new 
contract. The selectmen, Whelan 
said, took no action on the request. 
He said the selectmen agreed to 
provide pay records of each 
member of the police department 
to show their shifts in the past two 
years, 

Whelan said he advised the 
LB.P.O. officials that the town 
didn't recognize that union as 
representing the association, and 
Wooters agreed he could only 
represent the association as its 
designated negotiator, The 
selectmen spent another hour 
behind closed doors to discuss 
police legal problems with Lt. 
Walter J. Jop. 

‘The selectmen agreed to meet 
with Raytheon Company officials 
at their Lowell plant Thursday at 
noon to discuss the town's supply 
to the plant, which lies partly 
within Tewksbury town borders,

Should: Massachusetts teachers have the 
right to strike? 

William H. Herbert, executive secretary 
of the Massachusetts ‘Teachers Assocation, 
announces the group's third try to a 
righttostrike bill. As things sti he 
contends, his group doesn’t get a fair negoti- 
ating shake. 

But Alton S. Cavicchi, executive director 
of the Massachusetts Association of School 
Committees, believes such legislation here 
would lead to chaos for students and thelr 
parents, 

Dr. Herbert, whose 46,000-member or- 
ganization will give the proposal top priority 
during the new legislative session, has seen 
it fail twice before. He remains convinced, 
however, that the measure will establish a 
balance of power on both sides of the bar- 
gaining table 

Without this right, he says, “the public 
employee knows the cards are stacked against 
him. His right to negotiate, won in 1965 after 
years of struggle, offers little protection if 
negotiations fall. “And the employer is well 
aware that only the employee will be penaliz- 
ed if a strike develops, regardless of provoca- 
tion or blame.” 

The teachers’ spokesman says strikes 
would be okayed only when “all other steps" 
have been exhausted, He argues too that such 
walkouts don't threaten a community's health 
and safety in any way. 

Mr, Cavicchi is more skeptical. 

“Pennsy!vania adopted such legislation 
in 1970," he says, “and they've had 111 
strikes since then, 41 so far this year. This is 
the best evidence of what the law would do 
here; nine school systems haven't opened for 
the year in Pennsylvania.”

“Teachers get full pay when they're on 
strike,” he says, “because the law mandates 
180 days of education. Nobody else gets paid 
when they strike, but the teachers don't Jose 
anything. 

“And in private sectors, if employees’ 
demands make a business unprofitable, the 
business can close. You can't close the 
schools, And teachers also have the protection 
of tenure.” 

Does a teachers’ strike threaten a town's 
health and safety? 

Mr. Cavicchi says it well might, if child- 
ren are sent to school in all months, in all 
weather, at a!l hours to make up days lost 
due to their teachers’ striking.

Tewksbury Youths 
at Wilmington Dance 


There were 12 Hippies from Tewksbury, looking for a fight, a 
Wilmington High School youth stated, 

It was 12 to 15 young guys - bearded, long hair. I could smell 
liquor on the breath of some of them. I knew it was trouble, 
and I asked a ticket taker why he let them in - Officer Venuti of 
the Wilmington Police. 

Another policeman said that the Tewksbury police, who he 
praised highly, had seen twelve Tewksbury youths take off, 
after the fight, in a light truck, red colored. 

In other words there was a grade B riot, in Wilmington High 
School last Thursday, at a Wilmington Recreation dance. It 
took the combined efforts of eight Wilmington police, five from 
‘Tewksbury and five from Burlington to get it stopped. That 
plus four police dogs, Wilmington's and Burlington's 


‘The fighting started at 9:45 pm. 


‘happen again.:: 


Not one fight, but a dozen, There 
were two Wilmington police pre- 
sent. Venuti and Patrick, They 
radioed for help. and tried to 
separate fighters, 

Venuti reports that he would 
Separate a fighting pair, and then 
go for another, and the first pair 
would start again. 

Re-inforcements came in, and 
he started to use mace to control 
fighters. He could hear the newly 
arrived officers using clubs, to 
quiet the rioters. 

‘The Tewksbury and Burlington 
cops arrived at 9:45, nine minutes 
after the riot started. ‘They were 
quick. and they were good, the 
Wilmington cops say

Water 
pressure was rated 78.6% good or 
excellent and garbage disposal and
